To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Thornton  Clevelevs  Urban  District  Council* 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1961. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  on  the 
Registrar  General's  mid  1961  estimate,  shows  an  increase 
of  approximately  2,000  on  the  i960  figures,,  The  district 
is  a  much  favoured  residential  area  and  one  where  new 
building  is  taking  place. 

The  adjusted  Birth  Rate  for  1961  was  identical 
at  15  per  2., 000  population  with  that  for  the  previous 
year,  whfcisfc.  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  was  almost  one  per 
thousand  more. 


There  were  eight  infant  deaths  under  1  year  old  as 
compared  with  five  in  I960,  six  of  these  eight  in 

the  neo-natal  period  (i. e.  under  1  month  old).  These  two 
additional  deaths  have  the  effect  of  raising  the  1961 
Infant  Mortality  rate  from  18.9  per  thousand  live  births 
to  260  Five  of  the  six  deaths  in  the  neo-natal  period 
were  due  to  congenital  malformations.  Of  the  325  total 
deaths  in  the  district,  248  were  over  65  years  of  ages 
306  over  45°  This  again  speaks  well  for  the  general  health 
level  of  the  area* 


Of  the  2?  malignant  tumour  growths  recorded  as 
causes  of  death,  twelve,  or  nearly  half,  were  due  to  lung 
cancer.  This  is  three  times  the  number  (four)  recorded  in 
I960  and  is  in  line  with  the  generally  noted  increase  in 
cancerous  growths  in  this  particular  site.  It  would  be 
well  if  all  round  serious  thought  were  given  to  the  recent 
report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  the  association 
of  Lung  Cancer  with  heavy  cigarette  smoking. 


/Notifiable  infectious 


Notifiable  infectious  illness  again  showed  some 
seasonal  cases  of  measles  but  some  sixty  fewer  than  the 
preceding  year®  Chicken  pox  provided  the  largest  number 
©f  notifications®  The  Dysentery  cases  were  mainly  cases 
resident  within  Thornton  Gleveleys  district  but  connected 
with  outbreaks  outside  this  area.

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PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 

CHARACTER  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


By  the  Lancashire (Central  and  Western  Areas)  Review 
Order*  1934*  a  part  of  the  Township  of  Garleton,  containing 
354  acres*  was  added  to  the  Urban  District  on  the.  1st  April* 
1934®  The  district  is  hounded  on  the  West  hy  the  Irish  Sea; 
on  the  East  hy  the  River  Wyre;  on  the  North  hy  the  Borough 
of  Fleetwood  and  on  the  South  hy  the  County  Borough  of 
Blackpool* 


GEOLOGY* 


The  general  sub-soil  of  the  district  is  clay  which 
is  overlaid  with  a  thick  layer  of  alluvial  deposit  (blue 
silt)*  varying  in  thickness  from  four  to  eight  feet. 

On  top  of  this  is  a  thin  layer  (about  four  inches)  of  peaty 
matter*  This  was  found  in  considerable  thickness  in  Butts 
Road  (North  Ward)  and  also  in  Fleetwood  Road  (East  Ward). 

On  top  of  this  again  is  a  layer  of  sandy  soil  or  a  mixture 
of  soil  and  clay*  varying  in  thickness  from  two  and  a  half 
feet  to  four  feet.  The  surface  covering  is  about  six  inches 
in  thickness.  From  above  downwards  we  gets  (l)  surface 
covering*  (2)  mixture  of  soil  and  clay  or  sandy  soil, 

(3)  peat*  (4)  silt*  (5)  boulder  clay. 


CLIMATE. 

The  prevailing  wind  is  a  westerly  sea  breeze  and 
together  with  the  usually  mild  winters*  produces  a  temperate 
and  very  bracing  climate. 

AREA  AND  DETAILS  OF  POPULATION. 

As  previously  mentioned*  the  area  of  Thornton 
Gleveleys  was  increased  by  the  inclusion  of  a  part  of  the 
Parish  of  Garleton*  on  the  1st  April*  1934*  the  total  area 
now  being  given  as  3? 355  acres. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  acre  is  6.1 
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WARD  BOUNDARIES . 

The  Ward  Bomndari.es  were  altered  during  1958  and 
came  into  operation  in  May,  1959.  The  new  Wards  are  as 
follows s- 

NQRTH  WARD  -  This  is  the  industrial  area  of  the  district 
and  has  within  its  “boundaries  the  Works  of  the  Imperial 
Chemical  Industries*  Ltd. *  It  is  hounded  on  the  North  by 
the  Borough  of  Fleetwood!  on  the  West  hy  the  Eastern 
boundaries  of  South  and  West  Wards!  on  the  East  by  the 
River  Wyre  and  on  the  South  by  the  Northern  boundary  of 
East  Ward. 

The  number  of  houses  in  North  Ward  is  1*885® 

SOUTH  WARD  -  The  Western  boundary  is  the  sea  front  and 
the  Eastern  boundary  is  the  Western  boundaries  of  North 
and  East  Wards.  The  Southern  boundary  is  the  Borough  of 
Blackpool.  It  is  flat  in  character  and  contains  a  large 
residential  area  and  also  many  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 
The  number  of  houses  in  South  Ward  is  1*590® 

EAST  WARD  -  This  is  the  agricultural  area  of  the  district 
and  also  includes  part  of  the  added  area.  Its  boundaries 
adjoin  the  North  and  South  Wards;  the  River  Wyre  and  the 
Urban  District  of  Poulton-le-Fyl&e. 

The  number  of  houses  in  East  Ward  is  2*287. 

WEST  WARD  -  This  Ward  is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the 
Borough  of  Fleetwood;  on  the  West  by  the  sea  front;  on  the 
East  by  the  Western  boundary  of  North  Ward  and  on  the 
South  by  the  Northern  boundary  of  South  Ward.  This  Ward 
also  is  residential  but  contains  many  boarding  houses  and 
private  hotels® 

The  number  of  houses  in  West  Ward  is  2*077® 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS o  INDUSTRIES. ETC. 

During  the  last  few  years*  the  Gleveleys  portion 
of  the  district  has  rapidly  developed  as  a  seaside  holiday 
resort  and  with  the  additional  amenities  now  provided, 
together  with  the  activities  of  private  builders*  the 
district  as  a  whole  has  greatly  benefited. 

The  largest  employers  of  labour  within  the  district 
are  the  Imperial  Chemical  Industries*  Ltd.*  who  have  large 
chemical  and  plastic  Works  on  the  Northern  boundary. 

There  is  still  a  large  portion  of  the  district  devoted  to 
agriculture.  Many  people  are  employed  at  the  Offices  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health*  Pensions  and  National  Insurance 
which  are  situated  in  our  area.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OP  THE 
THORNTON  CLEVELEYS,  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing  Department  of  the  Council  for 
the  year,  1961. 

The  work  of  the  department  continued  satisfactorily 
during  the  year*  Due  to  the  rapid  development  of  the 
district  and  the  expanding  work  of  the  department,  the 
officers  are  at  times  working  under  considerable  pressure,. 
During  the  last  ten  years  the  number  of  houses  has  increased 
by  nearly  3»0Q0  and  the  population  by  over  5,000„  It  has 
been  our  constant  endeavour  to  maintain  the  general  high 
standard  in  the  environmental  health  field  but  this  has  not 
always  been  possible  due  to  the  limited  number  of  technical 
off icerso 


Again  much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  inspection 
of  food  premises  and  more  improvements  have  been  made*  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  more  frequent  and  regular  inspections 
of  all  types  of  food  premises  are  required  in  a  holiday 
resort  such  as  ours* 


Some  progress  was  made  in  the  clearance  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  houses.  Two  Clearance  Areas  were  represented  during 
the  year,  viz,.  ’’Daisy  Bank”,  and  ’’Hawthorne  Road”.  Two 
enquiries  were  held  by  an  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
decision  was  not  known.  The  tenants  from  the  Victoria  Road 
East  Clearance  Area  were  rehoused  during  the  years  the  old 
houses  demolished  and  the  site  cleared.

A  re-organisation  of  the  refuse  collection  services 
was  carried  out*  and  complete  new  rounds  made*  A  weekly 
collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year*  The  disposal  of  all  refuse  was  dealt  with  at 
the  Councils  Tip  at  the  Foreshore  of  the  River  Wyre, 

I  wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  members 
of  the  Council  and  the  Health  Committees,  for  their  ever- 
ready  help  and  co-operation  in  all  matters  affecting  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  our  district, 

I  especially  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for 
their  helpful  and  loyal  co-operation  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE,  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Fylde  Water  Board, 
the  water  being  of  good  quality ,  pleasantly  soft  and  of  a 
peaty  nature.  Only  one  outlying  house  depends  on  well 
water- 

Six  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  the  mains 
supplyf  three  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination; 
and  three  for  chemical  analysis..  All  samples  were 
satisfactory.  Ten  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  by  the 
Pylde  Water  Board  from  a  tap  in  the  Council” s  Depot,,  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  these  proved  satisfactory* 

Some  complaints  were  received  with  respect  to  the 
water  in  certain  parts  of  the  district  smelling  and  tasting 
of  chlorine.  The  complaints  received  the  immediate  attention 
of  the  water  undertaking.

The  only  house  in  the  district  dependent  upon  well 
water  is  remote  from  any  mains  supply  and  it  would  be 
impossible-  except  at  exorbitant  cost,  to  have  it 
connected  to  the  mains  supply, 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Owing  to  the  flat  nature  of  the  district,  a  system 
of  electrical  pumps  and  ejectors  worked  by  compressed  air, 
is  in  operation.  The  sewage  is  discharged  near  dead  low 
water  mark  into  the  sea*  No  extensive  additions  were  made 
to  the  sewers  during  the  year?  but  additions  were  made  to 
drain  new  housing  estates.

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Conversions  during  the  year* 

There  were  four  conversions  during  the  year;  four 
fresh  water  closets  "being  provided  in  lieu  of  pail  closets, 
and  were  in  respect  of  three  cottages  and  one  farm* 

It  will  not  "be  possible  for  further  conversions  to 
take  place  until  the  sewers  are  extended.  The  15  houses 
without  modern  sanitary  accommodation  are  farms  or  outlying 
cottages  and  to  which  no  sewers  are  available.  There  is 
still  one  privy  midden  which  has  not  yet  been  converted  to 
a  pail  closet. 


DRAINAGE . 

There  are  some  premises  in  the  district  which  are  not 
connected  to  the  Council Ts  sewers ,  but  which  have  septic  tanks 
and  filters,  some  of  which  discharge  to  adjacent  watercourses. 
Some  of  these  are  not  satisfactory  but  are  mostly  in  districts 
where  no  sewers  are  available. 

During  the  year  some  septic  tanks  were  cleaned  out 
and  the  filters  renewed.  This  resulted  in  improved  effluents.

/  The  department  employs  a  man  part-time  on  drainage 

work,  the  cost  of  clearing  and  cleansing  the  blocked  drains 
being  borne  by  the  owner  or  occupier.  This  service  to  the 
public  is  much  appreciated  and  also  helps  in  the  efficient 
working  of  the  department.  Preparation  and  service  of 
notices  is  thus  avoided,  unless  the  blockage  is  due  to 
structural  defect  of  the  drains. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Cleansing  section  of  the 
department  has  proceeded  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  The 
collection  of  refuse  and  salvage  was  carried  out  by  2 
"W"  type  S,D.  fore  and  aft  tippers,  all  with  eahs  to 
accommodate  drivers  and  loaders.  A  special  weekly 
collection  ©f  wastepaper  salvage  from  shops  and  Business 
premises  was  carried  out  By  a  "Newcastle"  type  freighter. 

During  the  year  a  replacement  vehicle,  diesel  fore 
and  aft  tipper,  was  put  into  commission  and  this  has  proved 
highly  satisfactory.

S.D. '5.  "Newcastle"  Type  side  loader.  "  May,  1948- 

It  is  intended  t©  replace  vehicle  S.D. 5.  with  another 
"TW"  Type  diesel,  fore  and  aft  tipper.  This  type  of  vehicle 
is  eminently  suitable  for  a  district  such  as  ours  where  the 
refuse  is  bulky  and  of  a  light  nature,  containing  much  garden 
refuse.  Due  to  the  employment  of  larger-type  vehicles,  the 
number  of  journeys  to  the  disposal  point  has  "been  considerably 
reduced. 


Throughout  the  year  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
and  salvage  from  all  premises  in  the  district,  was  maintained. 
This  is  essential  if  we  are  to  maintain  our  salvage  collection. 
It  was  found  necessary  to  implement  the  number  of  employees 
engaged  on  this  work  from  time  to  time,  to  keep  up  this 
standard.

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DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE.. 

All  the  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  "by  eon- 
trolled  tipping  methods  ©n  land  owned  by  the  Council  at 
the  River  Wyre  foreshore.  This  portion  of  the  site  is 
now  nearly  completed  and  the  Council  purchased  additional 
land  adjacent  to  the  site  for  refuse  disposal  purposes. 
The  area  of  land  reclaimed  can  he  made  suitable  for 
recreational  purposes  as  the  Council  wish  to  decide. 
Little  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  embankment  and 
the  costs  involved  in  the  maintenance  were  very  low.

The  Council  continued  with  the  collection  of  waste- 
paper  and  other  salvage  during  the  yearp  although  there  was 
little  ©all  for  iron  and  metals.  The  price,  for  wastepaper 
during  the  year  was  £?•  per  ton  until  the  1st  April 9  1961* 
when  this  'was  increased  to  £?.  10.  0.  per  tonp  and  remained 
at  that  figure  for  the  rest  of  the  year®  If  local  authorit¬ 
ies  are  t©  continue  with  the  collection  of  salvage9  economic 
prices  for  the  disposal  of  that  salvage  must  be  available 
and  this  is  not  always  so.  The  amount  of  salvage  collected 
during  the  year  was  slightly  less  than  that  collected  the 
previous  year  and  the  income  therefore  was  down  by 
approximately  £15®

The  control  of  movable  dwellings  and  camping  sites 
in  this  area  is  now  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  I960,  We  no  longer  use  the  provisions
